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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's arguments dated 1 6 August 2007 
have been considered. The applicant argues "Importantly, it is clear that the description relied on by the Office Action shows the z-axis 
alignment during initial assembly, not during any maintenance operation" and "Second, even if the term "maintenance" could be read 
broadly enough to encompass initial assembly, Taylor still fails to disclose a "wiper base supported on the mounting base movably toward 
the nozzle surface," as recited in claims 1 and 12." However, these arguments are not persuasive. First, the XYZ coordinate axis (Fig. 4, 
element 134) can be applied to all the figures disclosed by Taylor, including figures depicting operation (Fig. 9, element 66). Second, 
Taylor discloses; "In operation, one preferred method of servicing the printheads 54, 56 may occur upon initial start-up of the printer 20 
after a period of printer inactivity. When stored, the pens 50, 52 are capped by the cap assembly 200, as shown in FIG. 9. Upon start-up 
the pallet 120 first moves rearwardly to uncap the pens. Rearward motion is continued, which causes the wipers 150, 152 and flaps 180, 
182 to wipe the respective printheads 54, 56 and the color pen cheeks 176, 178" (Column 19, lines16-23). Therefore, Taylor meets the 
claimed limitations as recited in claims 1 and 12. 
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
